Chicago Stock Yards 


Officers Shoot Into Mob of Strikers, Nine Seriously 


Wounded; Women Sympathisers Throw 


Pepper and Tacks. 


Chicago. Dec. 8—Fifteen 
hundred 


policemen were sent 
to the stock- 


yards early this morning when. Ions 
before dav light, several 
groups of 


persons, including 
a 
few women, 


pat'nered about the yards. 
Only a 


few hours before 200 policemen had 
fired into thousands of strike sym- 
pathizers who attacked 
plant em- 


ployes and, finally, 
the policemen. 


Last night's 
toll of 
casualties In- 


cluded nine seriously Injured and an 
uncounted n u m b e r h u r t when 
mounted police 
charged 
into 
the 


crowd with drawn guns. 


SALOON'S CLOSED. 


All saloons in the 
neighborhood 


•tt ere closed today by order of Chief 
of Police Fitzmorris The chief said 
that trouble would be stopped at 
anv costs. 


"The women are mare difficult to 


fleal with than the men," Chief Fitz- 
morris said 
this 
morning. 
"They 


carry red pepper and throw it in the 
policemen's eyes. Tacks have been 
scattered through the adjacent streets 
in an effort to stop the motor police- 
men. But we're going to control the 
disorder in this strike We may have 
to use every available policeman In 
the city and then call upon the re- 
serves, but we'll do it" 


PICKETS START TROUBLE. 


"When the strike went into effect 


•here on Monday there was little 
trouble and the situation remained 
quiet until last night when workers 
•began to leave the yards. The strikers 
on picket duty and a few hangers- 
on intercepted their passage to the 
car lines and policemen endeavored 
to make lanes through the crowd. 


Without previous 
warning 
large 


numbers of persons 
began to aug- 


ment the strike sympathizers 
until 


they overwhelmed the few hundred 
policemen on duty and riot calls were 
sent in. When reinforcements arrived 
the crowd was finally scattered and 
the streets cleared at midnight. No 
further trouble was expected at the 
time and the heavy guards were prac- 
tically withdrawn. 


MOB GATHERS.

•wandering back and the number in- 
creased so quickly that the regular 
500 policemen on duty were increased 
to 1 510.

ATTACK CAR 


Forty men were cut and bruised 


this morning -when strike sympath- 
izers stormed an elevated train car- 


rying- packer employes to the yard. 
All windows in the train were brok- 
en by missiles which were thrown 
at it. 


Numerous fights between groups 


of workers and strike sympathizers 
were reported this morning by the 
independent 
packers, 
outside 
the 


yards. These were 
quickly quelled 


by the police Five hundred patrol- 
men are assigned for 
duty at the 


yards, and one hundred mounted po- 
licemen are scattered 
through the 


district in pairs. 


GO TO OTHER PLANT. 


When the strikers discovered that 


the stockjards proper 
was circled 


with police, a number of them went 
to the 
Omaha Packing company, 


several blocks distant where reports 
were made that a number of the 
workers had been slugged A squad 
of police dispersed the strikers be- 
fore any workers were Injured. 


"I 
do 
not 
anticipate 
further 


trouble such as we had last night," 
said Captain William Russell today. 
'Chief Fjtzmorns hit the nail on the 
head when he closed all the saloons. 
That, in my opinion, was the cause of 
last night's rioting. The strikers, 
getting filled with "moonshine,1 be- 
came rowdy and the fighting swept 
over ths entire district. Nearly every 
man who was injured or those we 
took into custody had been drink- 
ing."

He reported 
this to \T. K. Sauerbier, mine boss, 
who instructed him to exercise all 
possible diligence to protect him- 
•elf,-but to see il he could fnut ofr 
certain entries and open others to 
«lh>w the gas to escape. He did this 
*n9 later reported to the boss what 
he had done. 


FOUND MINE BURNING. 


Later when Mr. McAdams did not 


•ome to the bottom of the miae at 
the usual hour to icport, Sauerbier 
feared for his safety and staited an 
Investigation. Sauerbier 
found that 


the-North No. 5 -n as on fire and sent 
thi» word t0 the top with a request 
foK help. 


The first aid crew from the Pana 


Coal company was called and went to 
the- bottom 
At the mouth of the 


entry from which smoke was Issuing 
the party found McAdams' small dog 
and his safety lamp. Further search 
revealed the lifeless body of the 
man himself, with every appearance 
of having been killed instantly by 
th» explosion. 


WAS ABOUT M YEARS OLD. 


Mr. McAdams was about 54 years 


old, and stood high in the esteem of 
Pana people 
In many instances he 


had ser\ed as nurse for old people 
in the city, and performed that serv- 
loe for many patients during tha in- 
fluenza epidemic. 


McAdaras is survived by his wifo 


and eight children.

''Now is the, time to make legal, 


to make of real force and effect, the 
work of the eity plan commission 
The first stage of the work has been 
completed. The city plan has been 
made. It has been accepted by the 
commission, a committee of the De- 
catur Association ot Commerce, an 
unofficial body," said Myron H. West, 
head of the American Park Builders, 
maker of Decatur'a city plan. "We 
must now make ready for the second 
stage, that of actual development of 
this plan." 


TO BECOME LEGAL. 


Mr. %Vest made his staten-cnt at a 


meeting of the City Planning Com- 
mission which was held in the rooms 
of the Association of Commerce Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Following his talk 
and remarks by others present the 
commission formally passed a reso- 
lution to ask the city council to come 
under the recently passed Glackin 
law, create a legal city plan commis- 
sion and a zoning commission whose 
recommendations, upon a passage of 
an ordinance confirming them, should 
become the law of development of 
the city. 


Mr. West stronely stressed the fact 


that the city plan, far from costing 
the city anything would from the 
time that It became legally effec- 
tive, actually save money for the 
municipality. 


TO TAKE UP ZONING. 


There are two sections to the ac- 


tion proposed by the meeting 
of 


Wednesday afternoon. The establish- 
ment of a legally constituted city 
plan commission which would have 
»lie potter to pass upon any subdi- 
vision within a mile and a half of the 
city limits, and the appointment of a 
zoning plan commission. 


The first would be a continuing 


body. Its recommendations, if ac- 
cepted by the city council, would be- 
come effective frora <ime to time In 
controlling the laying out of addi 
tions contiguous to the 
city, 
al- 


though outside of the city limits 
themselves. 


TO STUDY CITY. 


The zoning commission 
/ould 


study the city. Its probable giouth

NO RETROACTIVE. 


The zoning, power Is not 
retro- 


active. A factory which is already 
established within a district not de- 
signed for the Industrial zone can- 
not be moved out but others cannot' 
be erected in that same district. 11 
is to prevent incongruous and injuri- 
ous hodge podge mixtures which in 
the long run damage the entire city 
that the zoning plan is created. 


Jlr. West expressed some concern 


over the fact that there had been so 
little active criticism of the plan as 
originally made and then compli- 
mented Decatur on its 
fine 
civic 


spirit as shown In the Interest which 
is belns taken in the proper develop- 
ment of the city itself as well as in 
the great enterprises which are being 
carried on, such as the completion of 
the water impounding project. 


MONTGOMERY IN FAVOR.
